In 
1861, as a Union Representative from East 
Tennessee, he was not unpopular with the 
rebels. There was no excuse for his arrest 
acd imprisonment. He was taken “down 
South;” confined for months; and finally re- 
leased on a bond of $4,000, which guaran- 
teed that he would not take up arms agalust 
the Confederacy. Subeequently he had 
various adventures. The guerrillas attacked 
his house; he was bushwhacked occasion- 
ally; and, until 1865, nothing was very 
lovely with him. In that year the State 
government was reorganized and he came 
to Nashvillé as a Senator. Ever since 
he has been a Radical, and it must be 
owned that he did represent somebody, for 
his district, which lay in the extreme part 
of East Tennessee, has doubtless been 
all along Radical in its politics. Senter 
began his public career in 1857 as a mem- 
ber of the Legislature. He kept his seat 
until 1862. He resumed it in 1865. He 
was elected Speaker of the Senate in 1867, 
and succeeded Brownlow as Governor six 
mcnths ago, there being no Lieutenant 
Governor in Tennessee. Senter's father 
was a preminent politician, and Senter 
himself is aman of culture and ability. As 
a presiding officer he was ready and grace- 
ful. Between him and Stokes personally 
there is little room for comparison. Both 
however are genuine Radicals.

Georgia.

There is some danger to the Georgia 
Democracy from over-confidence, but the 
greatest and in fact the only very serious 
danger is from military interference under 
the authority and direction ot the Admin- 
istration. Undoubtedly this last danger is 
serious to the last degree. The knowledge 
of the Radical leaders that there is scarcely 
a possibility of their carrying the State by 


any ordinary means has prompted them to.
